of the veepsion giviw even to the telegraphic wires
a new and beretolore undiseovered magnetism—the
sympathy of Christisn effort—for these mes<ages of
ave puss over them free of charge.

At one of these meetings n clergyman stated that
fifty members bad been added to his church the

resions Sabbath.  Daily prayer-meetings are also
ield st Hundel and Haydn llnh. and they, too, are
prodigiously erowd.  The ssme animated exer-
ciren and fervor prevail. At St. Paul's Episcopal
Chureh, u daily prayer-mecting 18 also hed, to
which all denominations of inguiring minds are
publicly invited. At the Nazareth M. E. Church,
weetings for prayer and Christian experience are
Leld every afternoon, nnd are numerously attended.
At this chureh the revival has been five weeks in
progress, snd three hundrod have been added to the
told, one hupdred of whom were men, At St
Matthew's Lutheran Church, prayer-mectings are
also beld every evening.  In the churehes all round
this eity the same miraculous awakening seems to
prevail, It is by no means limited to those denomi-
nutions which have aforetune beea eonsidered as
copecinlly given to indulge in revival excitements,
On the eontrary, it evidently embraces alinost every
form of ehurch organizstion,  In this noexampled
convietion of the public eonscience, the clergy are
most lnboriously active.  Those who presch extem-
porsneously have new and onerous tasks imposed
upen them, many of them preaching three times
dnily throughout the entire week.  Yet they it
not, but seem to grow stronger day by day,  All the
vewspapers, seculnr and religious, testily to the
extrnordinary  number of pereons ndded to the
Chureh in this revival,  Hereafter, ne doubt, re-
linhle statistios will be collseted on the subject, 1t
will be ne interesting to be able to messure the
results of this moyement, ‘s« to identily its pruoary
cnuser,  The religious revival of 1553 i s0 reinark-
able for ite simultaneons megnitude, that it will be
pointed to herenfter as oue of the epochs of the een-
tury.

srents to recover damages for the loss ol a ehild
illed on this occasion, Judge Knox charged that
damnges must not be speculative or faneitul, but
that the pecuniary value to the parents of the child's
life must be ascertained, None could be given for
the distress and anguish of the parents in the loss of
their ehild. But compengation may be given forany
expenses attending the death of the child, such us
medicnl attendance and fuperal.  Tu this case the
rents received §106 from the beneficinl fund.
Jamages may also be given for the loss ol service
of the child.  On this point the Jury were told to
apply their own discretion, the Judge declining to
instruet them.

proposed to extend the Missonri Compromise line
to the Pacific, but the House of Represontatives
rejected the proposition, and establisbed the policy
of abandeuing geographieal linea of restrietion upon
Slavery.  The objection to the policy of restrieting
Sluvery by geographical lines was difficult to unewer.
If Slavery was wrong on one gido of » line, it was
wiong ou Lhe other. still, such had beon the
policy of the futhers, and he advoented it at that
time iu the hope of nveiding sectional atrife, Its
defent at the time of the snnexation of Toexas had
given additional seope to the Slavery agitation and
to o sectional animosity, which was greatly to be
deplored,  Had the Missouri line then bsen ex-
tended to the Pacifie, there would have been an end
of this formidable ngitation.  Both sections would
have been satisfied, eapecinlly the South, to which
the Missouri restriction was practically an advan-
tage, for it was really a restriction on the North.

The policy of geographical restriction hay
beeu absndoned, Mr. Douglas ssid he felt
to recur to the original principles” of the Govern-
ment, to loealize and not nationalize Slavery, by
lenving it to the States and taking it out of the
areus of Congress, This brought upon him grea
indiguntion, especiully at bis own home in llinois,
But, on sppealing to the people of his Btate, and
exploinivg his views nnd his course, he was fully
sustained by them, Continning for some time
bis explunntion and defense of his aumﬂ of
Nebrasks Act, Mr, Douglas arrived at the consider-
ation of the Lecompton Coustitution. The quee-
tion nbout that was, is it in sccordance with the

principles  of  the Compromise messurea

To the argument that the Constitution eould be
changed, Mr, Douglan replied, that made no differ-
vnce whateser. The priuciple involved was the
vume, whether you foreed the Constitution on Kaa-
wak for o duy or for a year or for ten years. You
set a precedent which unprincipled men hereafter
would use to the perversion and destruetion of our
liberties, But he argned that the Constitution could
uot he changed. The elause probibiting rhng:-'
fure 1#64 was a sufficient bar to all change
that time, But no matter for that, You have nv
right to force that Constitution upon Kanaas for &
dsy; foran hour, no, pot for au instant.
